The inventions set forth in claims 1 and 11 are 
disclosed in document 1 cited in the international search 
report, and thus, lack novelty and do not involve an 
inventive step. Document 1 discloses an image display 
device provided with a boundary position-determining 
means for vertically or horizontally dividing a display 
screen into a first region and a second region, a first 
display means for identifying an image signal pertaining 
to an image to be displayed in the first region, 
converting the color attributes of said image signal, and

citations and explanations supporting such statement 

displaying an image in the first region based on the 
post-conversion image signal, and a second display means 
for identifying an image signal pertaining to an image to 
be displayed in the second region and displaying an image 
in the second region based on said image signal. 

The invention set forth in claims 2 and 8 to 10 does 
not involve an inventive step in the light of document 1 
and document 2 cited in the international search report. 
A person skilled in the art could easily conceive of 
applying the feature wherein color conversion is carried 
out using a color conversion table, disclosed in document 
2, to the device disclosed in document 1. 

The invention set forth in claims 3 and 4 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of document 1 and 
document 3 cited in the international search report. A 
person skilled in the art could easily conceive of 
applying the feature wherein the position of a boundary 
between a first region and a second region is stored, 
disclosed in document 3, to the device disclosed in 
document 1 . 

The invention set forth in claims 5 to 7 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of document 1, 
document 3, and document 4 cited in the international 
search report. A person skilled in the art could easily 
conceive of applying the boundary position-designating 
feature disclosed in document 4 to the device disclosed 
in document 1 . 
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
